DEATH OF MR. E. J. B. PENSE. 


Death caine with great suddenness 
to Mr, Edward John Barker Pense, 
proprietor and publisher of The Kings- 
ton Daily British Whig, on Saturday 
afternoon, Mr. Pense performed his 
office duties and was apparently in 
his usual health. While working in 
his garden at his residence, at 2.15 
o'clock, he was seized with apo- 
pnlexy,-and immediately after being 
helped into the house became uncon- 
scious. Drs, Garrett: and. Third were 
summoned and remained with him 
until the end came at 4.45 o'clock, 

News of his death came as a great 
shock to the community, for Mr, Pense 
was regarded as Kingston's most en- 
ergetic and foremost citizen, The late 
Mr. Pense was born in Kingston on 
June 4, 1848, and was educated at 
Kingston Academy, He became con- 
nected with the Whig under the late 
Dr. J, Barker, his grandfather, who 
established that newspaper in 18H, and 
he had been a leading factor in Can- 
adian journalism for over forty years, 
He was for six years an Alderman, and 
in 188] was Mayor of Kingston. He 
served as School Trustee, Hospital 
Governor, President of the Kingston 
Athletic Association. Governor of the 
School of Mining, President of the 
Board of Trade, and on the Boards of 
the Women's Medical College, the Hu: 
mane Society, and the Reform Asso- 
ciation. He held a prominent posi- 
tion in the Ontario Synod, and for 
years was a representative to the Gen- 
eral Synod, 

At the time of his death he conduct- 
ed two church publications : The

Every Inch of Space in lis Little 
kitchen is Economized. 


The kitehen of a diniffg car is a 
striking example of what can be 
done in economizing space. Every 
inch is used. 

Water tanks are suspended from 
the ceiling. One wall is lined with 
the big range and heating ovens, 
while on the other are sturage box- 
es receptacles for pans, pots and 
other utensils, and a row of cup- 
boards up under the ceiling. 

At one end, between the kitchen 
arl the dining car proper, is a lit- 
tle pantry which serves as a sort 
of vestibule, That is where the 
waiters place their orders and re- 
ceive dishes. 

Every separate article of food 
sna equipment has its place, says 
the Woman's Home Companion. 
Every corner and nook in the car 
Las a particular function. The 
silver is in one place, the milk aud 
cheese in another, the meat in an- 
other, and so on through the list. 
Everything perishable is kept in a 
refrigerator. 

While the car is in action the 
conductor from his pos.tion between 
dining room and kitchen keeps his 
eyes upon the ten tables and en- 
dcavors to see that none of the din- 
ers is neglected. For all the sup- 
plies on the car he is held to strict 
account. On his trip sheet, as it 
is called, is put a list of everything 
taken on the car when it starts out.

RUSH TO MARRY IN FRANCE. 


Many Couples Take Advantage of 
a New Law. 


Since the promulgation of the 
French marriage law of 1907 there 
have been more weddings in France 
than at any period since the begin- 
ping of thë last century with the 
exception of the years 1813 and 
1572, in the former of which mea 
married hoping to escape service 
in the army, while in the latter 
tany weddings. took place which 
had been delayed by the war with 
Germany. 

One way in which it helps per- 
sons intending to marry is that it 
has freed those who are over 30 
fiem the necessity of procuring the 
whole series of documents and cer- 
tificates upon which the Civil Code 
insisted. Neither is it necessary 
new tu obtain the consent of the 
parents; indeed after the age of 21 
it may be dispensed with provided 
it is shown that due notice has been 
sent them. 

The result is that many people 
of the lower classes are now mar- 
ried who anight formerly have been 
tempted to do without the ceremony 
because it was impossible to col- 
let the needed papers or because 
oi the caprice of parents who re- 
fused their consent for no valid 
reason.

Tail, Which Is Never Recovered. 


Traveling as comets do in very elon- 
gated ellipses, with the sun iu one of 
the foci as the attracting point is 
called, most of their journey is spent 
ip slow uneventfulnex« far away from 
the bearth of the system—hearth ls 
just what the word focus weans, They 
are then small globular aggregations, 
sluggish and dim-a little roundish 
nebula ip look. Sucb tbey appear 
when first descried in the telescope 
for they are 
rarely seen at all until they bave èn- 
tered within the orbit of Mars. Dis- 
taoce in part, but siili more their own 


behavior till then, keeps tbem hid. 
Within this nebuloxity, kno, as the 
bead, appears us it nears u bright 


spot, the nucleus. Suddenly there oc- 
curs a complete chnnge in the deport 
ment of tbe body, oue which renders 
it the observed of al! observers, and in 
Jess civilized timex occasionally its. be- 
ing beld the barbinzer of distress, dis- 
euse and death. 

AS soon as the comet gets near 
enough the beat of the sun sets up 
commotion within it. By Very's deter- 
mination of the (temperature of the 
unblanketed sunwurd side of the moon 
we are enabled to Infer that this beat 
is great at the eurth’s distance from 
the sun in spite of the cold of space. 
This temperature is 353 degrees F. 

And as the comet upproucbes the 
sun this beat must increuse inversely 
as the square of the distnnce. At balf 
the radius of the earth orbit it\is al- 
ready four times as great above abso- 
lute zero, at a quarter sixteen times, 
and so on increusingly, tbe tempera- 
ture rising into thousands of degrees. 

No wonder the comet ucts as it does. 
It at once becomes unensy, waxes ip 
light and, as the spectroscope reveals, 
disruptive electric discharges start in 
it which Jet out the imprisoned gases. 
Then begins that spectacular career of 
peribelion passage which makes the 
comet so superb ap object and for 
which it pays so dear. ‘The gases 
which are thus thrust out from tbe 
interior of the separate meteorites, to- 
gether with such particles of the iron 
as are made gaseous by the heat, fall 
prey to anotber force besides gravita- 
tion, This force is the impact of light 
itself, the light einitted by the sun. 

''bat so immateriu! a thing as a 
beam of light cun have power to move 
even a pith ball is a conception not 
easy to grasp, Yet there is no doubt 
of the fact, theoretically salculated 
years ago by Clerk Maxwell from his 
electro-magnetic theory of light, for the 
gaseous particles proceed to ve repelled 
by the sun at enormous speed, each 
behaving exactly as it should by math- 
ematical analysis if sucb were the oc- 
sasioning cause. Evidently the light 
waves have a propelling power in the 
direction of their own motion equal 
to their own speed 

Why, then, is it that the planets be- 
tray no sucb effect in spite of their 
size? The answer is, becnuse of that 
very size. Gravity acts on the mass, 
a matter of three dimensions: the light 
force on the surface of the body, a 
matter of two. As a body diminishes 
in size. therefore. its surface bears a

The first shop was established tp the 
Enge Lambardstee, and business 18 
still done ip the originai building. As 
the business Increased brancb nouses 
were opened, und there are now fifteen 
such branches throusbout tbe city. 

Eucb article pawned costs about U 
cents for administration, und about 
$25,000 per ununum is lost on articies 
pawned which do not pay more tban 
4 per cent interest.

and repawn them on the following 
Monday, securing thelr use for ihe 
Sunday outing.

We must husband all our remaining 
| resources and plant trees wherever 
they can be grown more profitably 
than other crops, in order that our 
| own future may be assured. This 
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as high à price as is compatible with 
the greatest possible profit With 
them the interests of the consuming 
public are but incidental to corpora: 
tion profits. 

But there are other more serious ob- 
jections tothe scheme. Thess have 
been concisely set forth by the Com- 
mission of Conservation in a report op 
the project made last February before 
the International Waterways Commis- 
ston—the tribunal that is to report 
upon the advisability of the proposed 
dam. The report of. the Commission 
Conser vation stated that Canadian in- 
terests are gi«ep a minimum conhnider- 
ation in the company's plans. Of the 
total proposed development on! y a small 
portion (one sixth) would be developed 
on the Canadian sideof theriver The 
Canadian marke', it states, cannot at 
present absogp its half of the proposed 
development Ánd, should power be ex 
por'ed to the United States, she vested 
interests it would create there would 
preveut its eubsequent. withdrawal to 
meet the future needs. «f Canadian in: 
Moreover, the company pro 
poses à new cbaunel for navigation on 
the American side of the river, the ap:

dangerous currents. Thus, if permis- 
sion were given to build the dam. no: 
only would it be exceedingly difficult 
for Canada to proceed with the deep- 
ng of the navigable channel of the St. 
Lawrence, but an all-Canadian ropte 
from Lake Superior to the ocean would 
become a dream of the past.

limus, as stable manure does In 
1order to use commercial fertilizer 
| successfully, care must be taken to 
Keep the humus content of the «vil 
un to the same standard as is found 
in new land. This can only be done 
by plowing ib vegetable matte: 
| Where clover comes in rotation 
every third year there will be 
trcuble in keeping humus up tu the 
necessary standard, and in addition 
the supply of nitrogen will be great 
ly increased. 

Where a farmer |s growing early 
maturing crops, as truck gardeners 
do, large amounts of soluble nitro 
gen are required in connection with 
potash and phosphoric acid, but the 
man who is interested in general, 
mixed farming or dairying, aud 
| who uses an up-to-date rotation, 
sowing clover every third er fourth 
year, will have little need for nit- 
rogenous fert'lizers The clover 
sod and manure will supply the ni- 
trogen and humus, but he will need 
liberal applications of potash and 
pbcsphorie acid. These materials 
are suppNed most readily in a com- 
mercial fon by acid phosphate and 
muriate of otash.

(o Floor Stain.—An inexpensive 
floor stain: One ounce of perman- 
gauate of potash dissolved in quart 
of warm water. Wood painted 
with it when dry will be a deep 
| brown- color and with one coat of 
‘varnish will look well. Must not 
allow it to touch the hands; it will 
stain the skin. 

Putting Away  Woolens.. When 
putting furs and woolens away for 
‘the summer brush thorough!y, and 
lair them, and sprinkle liberally 
| with ordinary black pepper to pre 
[serve from moths. We have used 
jthis in rugs. feathers, furs, and 
woolens for twenty years with ex- 
cellent success, as did our mothers 
betore us. There is ao disagreeable 
ódor, and the pepper is always at 
hand. 

Save Stockings.— As houseclean- 
ing time i« at hand, most people 
find a large supply of old stockings. 
Don't throw them away, as they 
make splendid rugs. Cut stocking 
reund and round in a strip about 
one-half inch wide in medium 
weight hose, wider in real thin, 
ard not so wide in coarser ones. 
Use black for center of rug and 
stripe the ends with whatever color 
you have in.colored stockings. Use 
fringe to match colored striped 
ends A small rug can be made in 
oue afternoon, as there isn’t much 
of any sewing to be done, us one 
stccking makes yards of rags with- 
out any sewing. One and one-half 
pounds of rags to one square yard 
or carpet is what is used. They 
are easily washed and won't fade 
any more. Use cotton or woolen 
stockings. 

Furniture Polish.—Equal parts 
of linseed oil, turpentiné. vinegar, 
and spirits of wine, Mode: When 
used, shake the mixture well and 
rub on the furniture with a linen 
rag and polish with a clean one. 

Insects.--Dissolve one pound of 
alum in two quarts of water, Let 
it remain over night, until all the 
alum is dissolved. Then, with a 
brush, apply boiling hot to every 
joint or erévice in the closet or 
shelves where Croton bugs, ants, 
cockroaches, etc., intrude.
